that we w'ili hav e to take in eight 
tho u sand do llars a day .

with fear last night when the rain 
fell so incessantly, and in such to r­ 
rents as it did. 
They had visions of 
arising this morning to see a part of 
the city under water as they did a 
certain 
memorable 
morning 
last 
week. 
But there was no repetition of the 
flood. 
The weather man promised 
a big drop in temperature by this 
morning, and this served to allay 
the fears of the people. 
The big downward slide 
of 
the 
mercury was not visible this morn­ 
ing, however. 
The thermometers at 
seven o’clock registered 
the 
same 
temperature, 
sixty 
degrees 
above 
zero, as they did last night at seven 
o’clock. 
Because the weather man 
was so insistent about the lowering 
of temperature, it was fully believed 
in some quarters that it might get 
colder before evening. 
Parson Hicks, who is some weath­ 
er prognosticator, says cold weather 
is coming about Sunday. “Change to 
much cooler, with frost 
in 
central 
and northern states, about the sixth 
to the ninth,” he says. 
His predic­ 
tions say a reactionary storm period 
centers on the fifth, sixth and sev­ 
enth, with vicious electrical and hail 
storms. 
“A regular storm 
period,” 
says 
Mr. Hicks, “involves the ninth to the 
fourteenth having its center on the 
eleventh. 
The barometer will fall 
and storms of rain, 
wind, 
thunder 
and hail will push eastwardly across 
th© continent on and touching the 
tenth, eleventh, twelfth 
and 
thir­ 
teenth. 
“Overwhelming cloudbursts, 
wild 
electrical manifestations, 
increased 
seismic tremors and convulsions, to r­ 
nadoes and sudden revulsions to ex­ 
tremes of temperature, are among 
the characteristic things to be ex­ 
pected. 
Another change 
to 
much 
cooler with rising, high 
barometer 
will run its course, with frosty nights 
northward, on and next to the four­ 
teenth and sixteenth. 
“A reactionary 
storm period 
is 
central on the next three days. This 
calls for sudden and great increase 
in temperature, rapid fall 
of 
the 
barometer, 
followed 
by 
thunder 
storms and hail, with probability of 
tornadoes in regions central 
and 
southward 
on 
these 
dates. 
Cool 
days and nights may follow from the 
nineteenth to the twenty-first. 
“The tem perature will rise at the 
regular storm period 
covering 
the 
twenty-first 
to 
the 
twenty-third. 
Storms of wind, rain and hail, will 
follow and they will pass in regular, 
progressive order from west to east. 
Cooler weather will follow these. 
“A reactionary storm period falls 
on the last three days of the month, 
which means the return 
of 
April 
thunder showers, with low barome­ 
ter, and warm, stiff winds and hail 
storms. 
We venture to forcast the 
best general season for fruits that 
wre have had for many years, also 
for seeding all kinds of crops and 
gardens.” 
Mr. Hicks had a “hunch” about the 
recent flood. 
For the period when 
the deluge came he sa id : “The com­ 
bined influence of Jupiter and Venus, 
and E arth’s 
Vernal 
Equinox, 
will 
most certainly spring some kind of 
phenomenal excess upon us.”

"People will have t'o hurry arid pay 


their taxes," saidi William M. Mc- 
Bride, county treasurer, this morning, 
"else some one will be inconvenienced 
when the final rush comes and will 
have to wait. 
Even with an extra 


office force, we can wait on only so 
many neople. 


"There are more unpaid taxes now 


than ever was the case since I have 
been in office. If the collections are 
the same this year as they were last, 
and there will be very little variance 
—we have- about two hundred thous- 
and dollars on the books yet to be 
ollected on the spring installment. 
"I have been doing a little figuring, 


.nd compared the collections the first 
hree months of this year with the 
first three months of last year. The 
ollections for each of January, Feb- 
uary and March of this year fell off 
mndreds of 
dollars as compared 


vith the same months of last year, 
ioth collectively and individually. 


"There are t only twentyrfive more 


axpaying days after today. Divide 
hat number of days by the amount 
o be collected, it will readily be seen' 
hat we will have to take in eight 
housand dollars a day. But we will 
not do that much business for some 
ime to. come. For instance, we have 
collected very little thus far today. 
Wednesday, the biggest day of the 
veek, we only received two hundred 
and fifty dollars. For the whole 
month of March less than fifteen 
housand dollars was paid in taxes. 


"We had scarcely any business 


ast week because of the flood. But 
;he roads are opened up now and it 
seems that people onght to be able to 
get to Rushville. 
Everv day that 


rasiness is poor just that much more 
s piled up for the rush of the final 
days. 


"There have been some days this 


year we have collected as much as 
twenty thousand dollars, but that 
was when the big taxpayers came in.

Daily Republican Not the Only Publi- 


cation in Indiana That Was 


Affected by the Flood. 


UNIQUE METHODS ARE USED 


One Paper, Out of Stock, Prints on 


Varied Colored Paper—Farm 


Tractor for Power. 


The Daily Republican was not the 


only Indiana newspaper which suf- 
fered from the flood. Unlike most 
other industries affected, they did 
not suspend publication. Many novel 
stories are told .of the means they 
used to give their readers a news- 
paper. 


The Kokomo Tribune relates that 


electric power was brought from as 
far away as Ft. Wayne, in order to 
make it possible to issue the Tribune 
and the Dispatch in Kokomo. The 
newspaper 
presses were helpless 


when the high water shut 
off the 


electric power company's current. 


The Dispatch's press is driven by 


a "direct" current moter, however, 
and after great difficulty a connec- 
tion was made with the 'nterurban 
trolley wires. For most of three days 
the current came from the power 
station at Ft. Wayne. Both the Tri- 
bune and Dispatch were in this way 
printed on the Dispatch press. 


At Anderson a large tractor made 


it possible to issue the Bulletin. 
When the electric light plant in that 
city went out of commission the Bul- 
letin publisher telephoned to the 
Buckeye Manufacturing Company 
for 
help. Two gasoline 
engine's 


were sent over by motor truck, these 
being connected with the linotype 
machines and the sterotyping plant. 


One of the 
tractors 
was soon 


backed up to the pressroom in the 
adjoining alley, and, by removing a 
window, it was possible' to connect 
the tractor with the press by means 
of a twenty-foot belt. 
Both 
the 


Bulletin and the Herald were in that 
manner enabled to reach their sub- 
scribers on time. 


The Frankton Critic could not get 


a supply of paper which had been 
shipped, and was compelled to is- 
sue on various lots of colored paper 
that could be obtained in town. A 
bright yellow stock made up one 
edition. 


The Marion Leader-Tribune was 


really to be excused for missing an 
edition or two, as the water stood 
six feet deep in the pressroom of 
that paper for some time. The Tri- 
bune, however, was printed at the 
plant of the Chronicle as soon as the 
transfer could be made. 


The Winchester Herald was com- 


pelled to apoligize for its diminutive 
size because the impaired 
freight 


service made it impossible to obtain 
the usual "ready-prints," which are 
prepared in Ft. Wayne and shipped 
to 
Winchester. 
The 
Greensburg 


Times was also a bit short of read- 
ing matter and the closing down of 
•the city electric light "plant shut off 
the current which ran 
the 
Times 


linotype machine, and the printers 
had to resort to the old time method 
of setting type by hand. 


The Logansport 
papers found 


themselves handicapped 
when 
the 


breaking down of the Third .street 
bridge burst the city gas mains and 
shut off the supply. 
Gas was used 


to heat the metal in the linotype ma- 
chines, and without molten metal no 
type could be cast. So-the publisher 
of the Reporter conceived the idea 
of using blowpots, which were ob- 
tained from a plumbing establish- 
ment. This scheme worked so well 
that the blowpots were then lent to 
the Journal-Tribune and the Pharos, 
and they also were enabled to issue 
their papers. 


The Bloomfield Democrat was cut 


down in size to four pages, as the 
plate matter usually obtained from a 
service in Indianapolis could not be 
shipped. 


The Richmond Palladium found it 


possible to play benefactor to the 
Herald and Journal, of Dayton, 0., 
and that .paper is now being "publish- 
ed in the Richmond paper's plant. A 
full corps of mechanics, editors and 
reporters are at wcrk in Richmond, 
and the Dayton paper is printed 
there and taken'to Dayton for distri- 
bution. The 'Herald and Journal 
plant was badly crippled 
by 
the 


flood at Dayton.

In March Predictions he Said Some 


Phenomenal Excess Would Come 


at Time When Roods Hit. 


Rushville people 
fairly 
quaked 


with fear last night when the rain 
fell so incessantly, and in such tor- 
rents as it.did. They had visions ol 
arising this morning to see a part oJ 
the city under water as they did a 
certain 
memorable 
morning last 


week.

But there was no repetition of the 


flood. The weather man promised 
a big drop in temperature by this 
morning, and this served to allay 
the fears of the people. 


The big downward' slide of 
the 


mercury was not visible this morn- 
ing, however. The thermometers at 
seven o'clock registered the- same 
temperature, 
sixty degrees above 


zero, as they did last night at seven 
o'clock. Because the weather man 
was so insistent about the lowering 
of temperature, it was fully believed 
in some quarters that it might get 
colder before evening. 


Parson Hicks, who is some weath- 


er prognosticate^ says cold weather 
is coming about Sunday. "Change to 
much cooler, with frost in central 
and northern states, about the sixth 
to the ninth," he says. His predic- 
tions say a reactionary storm period 
centers on the fifth, sixth and sev- 
enth, with vicious electrical and hail 
storms. 


"A regular storm period," says 


Mr. Hicks, "involves the ninth to the 
fourteenth having its center on the 
eleventh. 
The barometer will fall 


and storms Of rain, wind, thunder 
and hail will push eastwardly across 
the continent on and touching the 
tenth, eleventh, twelfth 
and thir- 


teenth. 


"Overwhelming cloudbursts, wild 


electrical manifestations, 
increased 


seismic tremors and convulsions, tor- 
nadoes and sudden revulsions to ex- 
tremes of temperature, are among 
the characteristic things to be ex- 
pected. Another change to much 
cooler, with rising, high 
barometer 


will run its course, with frosty nights 
northward, on and next to the four- 
teenth and sixteenth. 


"A reactionary 
storm period is 


central on the next three days. This 
calls for sudden and great increase 
in temperature, rapid fall of the 
barometer, followed by 
thunder 


storms and hail, with probability of 
tornadoes in regions central and 
southward on these dates. Cool 
days and nights may follow from the 
nineteenth to the twenty-first. 


"The temperature will rise at the 


regular storm period covering the 
twenty-first 
to the twenty-third. 


Storms of wind, rain and hail, will 
follow and they will pass in regular, 
progressive order from west to east. 
Cooler weather will follow these. 


"A reactionary storm period falls 


on the last three days of the month, 
which means the return • of 
April 


thunder showers, with low barome- 
ter, and warm, stiff winds and hail 
storms. We venture to forcast the 
best general season for fruits that 
we have had for many years, also 
for seeding all kinds of crops and 
gardens." 


Mr. Hicks had a "hunch" about the 


recent flood. For the period when 
the deluge came he said: "The com- 
bined influence of Jupiter and Venus, 
and Earth's Vernal Equinox, will 
most certainly spring some kind of 
phenomenal excess upon us."
